We are living in perilous times. Perhaps this statement 
has been true a thousand times in the course of history, but 
it has never been true in a fuller sense than at this pres- 


ent moment. 


Never before have men with a purpose to conquer the 


world had such a well organized program as right now. 


Never have evil men had in their hands the instru- 


ments of destruction which they have now. _ 
Never before has civilization been faced with an actual 


threat of annihilation. Buttons could be pressed by mad 


men now, which could within the space of half an hour, 
blast from the face of. the earth some of the greatest cities 
of the world, and destroy the lives of millions of people. 
Current magazines tell us of a new bomb which can de- 
stroy all life without destroying property. The very thought 
of such destructive power is appalling. 

If there has ever been a time when men’s hearts were 
filled with fear and alarm because of world conditions it is 
today. The summit has failed and blustering dictators 
threaten utter destruction if their will is not yielded to. 
Prior to the summit conference one world leader is re- 
ported to have said, “If this conference fails we may be on 
the verge of the extinction of civilization.” 

. What does it all mean? Are we truly facing the de- 
«struction of mankind? Is the cold war about to become’ a 
hot war—World War:III? I do not know, nor do I think 
anybody else knows. However while men rush frantically 
to and fro seeking the answers, it will be well for Christians 
to turn back to their Bibles. It is necessary to do this if we 
' are to understand the times. 

What does the Bible say about times like this? There 
are many references which may be applicable. One can- 
not forget the words of Jesus in Luke 21:25-26.” “And there 
shall be signs m the sun and in the moon and in the stars; 
and upon the earth distress of nations with perplexity; 
the sea and the waves roaring; men’s hearts failing them 
for fear, and for looking after those things which are com- 
ing on the earth: for the powers of heaven shall be shaken.” 

Surely there has been no time in history when these 
words were being so literally fulfilled as right now. Is this 
the very hour of which the Lord was speaking? I do not 
know. It could be, and if it is, then it is the hour of the 
Christian’s hope. Our Lord added to these words already 
quoted, “And then shall they see the Lord coming in a 
cloud with power and great glory. And when these things 
begin to come to pass, then look up, and lift up your heads, 
for your redemption draweth nigh.” 

The world’s greatest coming event is the second coming 
of Christ. Nothing in the future is more certain than His 
coming. Jesus spoke often of His return, and every writer 
of the New Testament discussed it. The Old Testament 
contains many prophecies of it too. 

Jesus is coming again. Is the time near? We do not 
know, but the words of Jesus quoted above were spoken in 
answer to questions concerning His coming. We do know 
that the promise concerning His coming is that it is “im- 
minent”. That means that it may be at any time. We be- 
lieve that the coming of Christ may be at any moment. He 
may tarry another thousand years, or He may come today. 


In discussing the signs of His coming, He spoke of | 


perilous times, of distress, of fear, and of many other 
things. Many students of the Word believe that all the 
signs which He gave have been fulfilled or are being ful- 
filled in our generation. If so His coming may be near. 

The Christian’s hope is Christ. It is not in peace con- 
ferences, increased armaments, or overpowering strength. 

, While we favor every effort being made by our president 

and other leaders to try to find a way of peace, and believe 
that every Christian should pray for these leaders in their 
effort, at the same time we should not take our eyes from 
our one true hope. 

That hope is Christ and His return. When we have our 
trust in Him,,we can face world conditions without fear. 


A Study Of Statistics 


Preliminary figures have been teleased by the Census 
Bureau concerning population changes in Mississippi. They 
make an interesting study when analyzed and when: com- 
pared with statistics of the Mississippi Baptist Convention. 


Mississippi has lost population during the past decade. 
In 1950 the population figure was 2,178,914, while prelim- 
inary figures for 1960 show 2,161,529, a loss of 17,385. 

During the same time Mississippi Baptists increased 
in membership from 366,172 to 460,221, a gain of 26%. In 
other words while the state was losing population, Bap- 
fists gained 26%. 

_ The census report reveals that most of the cities of 
Mississippi gained in population while rural areas lost. 

The largest gain was Hinds County with a growth from 
142,164 to 186,572. This is an increase of 31%. During the 
same period Baptists in Hinds County increased from 23,634 
to’ 36,699, an increase of 55%. 

Harrison County (Gulfport, Biloxi) gained 41%, while 
the Baptists of Gulf Coast Association (Harrison and Han- 
cock Counties) gained 103%. . 

The census reveals that losses in the state were in the 
rural areas. The farm people are moving to town. 

Ten of our Baptist Associations, all rural, reported a 

, loss in membership in the decade. However, most rural 
associations reported gains, and some showed splendid 
gains.
